In three days he has not given a sign of 
recognizing any one, not even the faithful 
wife, who has remained by his side from 
the first. 
This trial of an insensate being has been 
allowed to continue because no precedent 
has been found which could govern the case. 
It has been argued by a prosecution, to which 
the Judge; Judge Cantrell, has given a willing 
ear, that the prisoner was present, that no 
rights were being lost to him by his condi- 
tion, that there was no proof that time would 
improve his condition, and that there was 
no immediate danger to his life in the fact 
that he was unconscious. Against the legal 
Diausibility of the contentions has been 
placed the spectacle, if not travesty, of 
Toutsey’s body being made to take Youtsey’s 
Place on the witness stand.

POORHOUSE AIDS GALVESTON. 


Dunning Adds Its Mite for the Relief of 
the Texas Flood Suf- 
ferers. 

The inmates of the Dunning poorhouse and 
insane hospital, aided by the county em- 
ployés who care for them, have raised $84 
as their contribution to the Texas relief fund, 
and yesterday Superintendent Lange turned 
over the amount to D. D. Healy of the Relief 
committee. It represents for the most part 
all that the 2,500 persons in the institution 
have been able to scrape together in the last 
few weeks. Thirty of the inhabitants of the 
poorhouse formed a relief society, and gave

In his decision Judge Chetlain said in part: 
The requisite water cannot be obtained, 
under the present conditions, to comply with 
the provisions of the law. The power was 
given to the trustees to widen and deepen the 
river to give the required flow of water. 


its channel is clearly within the power of 


the Drainage Trustees. If the assessed valua- 


tion Of the property in the district, at the 
time of the contraction of the debt, is enough 
to cover the additional indebtedness, that is 
sufficient to validate the bond issue. 

“On such a point as this, where the 
trustees seek to continue the work of com- 
pleting the canal, I hold that they have con- 
tinuing power to borrow up to $15,000,000. 
In my opinion section 12 of the act is for 
other purposes than section 9, which it 
seems to oppose. The demurrer to the bill is 
| sustained and the bill dismissed.” 


Sustains Bond Issue. 

The bonds which were called in question 
have been bid for by the New York Security 
and Trust company, which has made a de- 
posit with the Treasurer of the sanitary dis- 
trict. The petition for an injunction to re- 
strain the issue was filed late yesterday after- 
noon in the Superior Court by Attorney John 
8. Miller, representing John H. Bradshaw, a 
taxpayer of the sanitary district. 

Attorney Charles X. Gilbert, counsel for 
the sanitary district, immediately filed a de- 
murrer to the bill, and it was argued at once 
before the court. An injunction to restrain 
the issuance of the bonds was asked upon 
the ground that section 12 of the sanitary 
» district act Hmits the tax which can be levied 
for the district to one-half of 1 per cent of 
the assessed valuation of the district. Ifthe 
bonds be issued, it was argued, the interest 
on them will exceed the tax which can be 
collected under this section. 

It was argued in support of the bond issue 
that the widening and deepening of the Chi- 
cago River was a part of the original plan for 
the canal and was the object for the issuance 
of the bonds. The point was raised that in 
order to permit the canal to carry the volume 
of water prescribed by the law it would be 
necessary to widen and deepen the river. 
This view was sustained by Judge Chetlain 


in his decision. 


AMEER FLEES FROM CHOLERA. 


‘Ruler of Afghanistan, His Army and 
Court, and Most of the People 
Driven from Kabul. 


LONDON, Oct. 19, 3 a. m.—A Times special 
from St. Petersburg says: 

“The Russian medical department an- 
nounces that an epidemic of cholera broke 
out in Djebal, Abad, and Kabul, in Afghanis- 
tan, beginning in June. It produced so rapid 
an increase of the mortality rate that on 
June 20 the Ameer, Abdurrahman Khan, was 
induced to leave Kabul with the members of 
his family. He was followed by the troops 
of the guard and all the government estab- 
lishments were closed. 

Four thousand five hundred persons suc- 
cumbed to the disease in Kabul. Many of the 
inhabitants took to flight, and the panic 
spread the epidemic eastward. 

“It is rumored that cholera has also ap- 
peared at Ghazni, Kandahar, Jalalabad, 
Badakshan, Faizabad, Shignan, and between 
Kabul and Kara.”

VIEWS OF BERLIN PRESS. 


Papers Fair in Comment and 
Silent as to Von Bue- 
low's Poliey. 


FRENCH EDITORS PLEASED. 


BERLIN, Oct. 18—Emperor William has 
written to Prince Hohenlche an autograph 
letter yielding to the Chancellor's request 
for relief from his official duties and ex- 
pressing the warmest thanks for his fidelity, 
distinguished services, self-sacrificing devo- 
tion, and unvarying faithfulness. 

The retirement of Prince Hohenlohe is the 
principal theme of discussion here. Tht 
Agrarian and Liberal press says the Chan- 
cellorship has practically long been vacant. 
The press generally adopts an expectant at- 
titude, .and there is much curiosity as to 
Count von Billow’s policy in respect to the 
Prussian Diet. and the imperious demands 
of the junker squirearchy. The general 
feeling is that a strong, young statesman 
becomes the responsible chief in command 
of the state and empire. 

The papers are generally fair toward 
Prinee Hohenlohe and refrain from antici- 
pating the policy of the new Chancellor. 
They assume that Count von Bulow's hold- 
ing of the two offices will be only temporary, 
and that, in au event, he will devote his 
attention chiefly to foreign affairs. | 


Resignation Comes Suddenly. 

Today it was hinted that Prince Hohenlohe 
decided to resign only after he saw Emperor 
William at Homburg. The Berliner Neueste 
Nachrichten says: 

Prince Hohenlohe declared on Friday 
that he had no intention to resign, since 
résignation might appear to be a deserting 
of the colors; and on Saturday he stoutly 
asserted that he intended personally to jus- 
tify in the Reichstag his failure to convene 
that body in special session.” 

In this connection it is significant that the 
Berliner Post, in which Prince Hohenlohe is 
understood to be a stockholder, asserted in 
this morning's issue that his resignation was 
improbable, inasmuch as there was no reason 
for it.

After Mr. Noble 
had taken possession of the office it was 
discovered that Andrews was short fn his 
accounts and an investigation was ordered 
which brought to light a great amount of 
damaging evidence. According to the testi- 
mony given before an investigating com- 
mittee and later before the grand jury 
numerous irregularities had crept into the 
affairs of the Chief Grain Inspector's office, 
Several clerks of the office made claims for 
salary which had not been paid to them, 
and charges were made that the pay rolls 
of the office had been swelled by the addi- 
tion of names of persons who never had 
done any work for the office. The grand 
jury found four indictments against An- 

cashier, Benjamin F. Jen- 
kins. The first was for the embezzlement 
of $199 from the Raflroad and Warehouse 
commission, which money, it was charged, 
was used to pay for a junketing trip to 
Florida; the second indictment was for the 
embezzlement of $10,000 and the other two | 
for the embegzlement of $500 in each case. 
The trial on the first indictment was begun | 
before Judge Gary on Nov. 21, 1808. It was 
extremely difficult to obtain conclusive evi- 
dence, and after a short trial both Andrews 
and Jenkins were acquitted. | 

Andrews Repays the Amount. 

Meantime Andrews had paid back to his 
successor in office the entire amount of the 
shortage and settled all differences with his . 
former employés. Knowing that under those 
circumstances Andrews could only be found 
guilty of a technical offense, State's Attor- 
ney Deneen did not press the suits n 
the remaining indictments, which, for 
reason, are still pending. | 

During the investigation of the charges 
against Andrews and Jenkins incriminating 
assertions were made that the shortage was 
due to large loans which Andrews was sup- 
posed to have made to Governor Altgeld. It 
was charged that to make up for the funds 
thus drawn from the treasury of the office 
Andrews had swelled the pay rolls of his 
office to a considerable extent. 

Andrews was a prominent Democratic | 
politician up to the time when the shortage 
in his accounts was discovered. At one 
time he was chairman of the Democratic 
State committee and was considered a vo- 
litical power in this county. | 

About two years ago he became part owner 
of the Sylvan Beach Hotel, near Antioch, a 
family hotel, well patronized during the 
summer months.

UNDERTAKES. 


He became a 
partner of A. R. Talbot. a former Illinois 
man, but the two together failed to work up 
a lucrative business. Bryan's time was put 
in on the political stump. He was elected to 
Congress in 1890 by the tidal wave of Popu- 
lism. His first term in Congress ‘was a 
failure, as was his second. He failed to tm- 
press his individuality on a single piece of 
legislation. 
Having been a failure in Congress after 
two terms Bryan in 1894 made a canvass of 
Nebraska to secure the election of a Legis- 
lature that would elect him United States 
Senator. Although he made a schoolhouse 
campaign the people elected a Republican 
Legislature and John M. Thurston was made 
United States Senator. | 
Bryan's next failure was as an editor. He 
was made “ editor-in-chief” of the Omaha 
World-Herald by its frée silver owners. He 


The question is often asked, What has 
William J. Bryan done to entitle him to the 
‘honor of the Presidency of the United States 
or even to the honor of a nomination to that 
high office?” 

Even his warmest partisans cannot poin 
to a single accomplishment which warrants 
the position he now holds before the country. 

Mr. Bryan’s past is colorless. It is a record 
of failures, mostly in petty things. Few men 
have crowded so many failures into so short 
a career. The reason is not far to seek. He 
has ever endeavored to succeed by the glitter 

,of superficial qualities. He has built his 
structure without foundations. 

As a lawyer he first went to Jacksonville, 
III., where the shrewd farmers of that neigh- 
borhood looked askance at the young man 
with a glib tongue. After a time he gave it 
up and went to Lincoln, Neb., to practice law. 

In Lincoln Mr. Bryan did not build up a 


made no changes in the policy of the paper. 


He wrote a few editorials, noted for their 
length more than for anything else. He left 
no impress of individuality on the paper, and 
its readers never knew when his editorial 
career began or when it ended. 

Bryan's next faifire was as a Presidential 
candidate.

Tests Made with City Lights Furnished 
by the People’s Company Show They 
Axe Not Up to Grade, but Defects in 
Tips Are Blamed—President Billings 
Offers $5,000 to Any One Who Will 
Show the Product of the Concern to 
Be Below Specifications. 


An official of the People’s Gas Light and 
Coke company is authority for the statement 
that the negotiations on behalf of the Mu- 
nicipal people for control of the Ogdon plant 
include the purchase of the Cosmopolitan 
electric light franchise. It is sgated, how- 
ever, that this will not be used to embarrass 
the Chicago Edison company. The posses- 
sion of the Cosmopolitan franchise was to 
have gone with the Ogden company, had the 
deal gone through as originally planned. 
The purpose of the syndicate controlling the 
People's company was to bring about a com- 
bination of all the lighting interests in the 
city. 

The absorption of the Ogden Gas company 
by the People's company, which brought the 
gas rate war to a close, has resulted in the 
city starting an investigation to ascertain 
the quality of gas furnished by the combined 
concerns. Photometrical tests made of street 
gas lamps by City Electrician Ellicott seem to 
show the gas furnished by the People’s com- 
pany to .be lacking in illumination power. 
Pending the results of tests to be made in all 
parts of the city he has decided to hold the 
company's bill of $60,000 against the city 
for street illumination for the quarter ending 
Oct, 1. 

President C. K. G. Billings of the People’s 
company denies the gas is below the stand- 
ard, claiming that the photometer with 
which Mr. Ellicott makes the tests is not 
accurate. Mr. Billings said his company 
would give $5,000 to apy one who would 
prove that the gas furnished in any section 
of the city is below 24-candle power, 
which is the power contracted for by the city 
and the consumers. 

So thoroughly convinced is Mr. Billings 
that the gas is up to standard that he will 
bring to Chicago some of the recognized gas 
experts of the country, let them make tests 
either with or independent of the City Elec- 
trician, and make affidavits as to what they 
discover. 

Find Street Lamps Defective. . 

Accompanied by John Williamson, con- 
structing engineer for the People’s company, 
Mr. Ellicott made tests of lamps picked at 
random on the West Side last night. Of the 
six lamps tested all were declared by Mr. 
Ellicott not to be giving sufficient illumina- 
tion. The tests were made in Sebor street, 
east of Halsted to Desplaines, and south on 
Morgan street from Blue Island avenue to 
Maxwell. The results of each test, giving the 
number of feet of gas consumed an hour and 
the candle power, together with the location 
of the lamps were as follows:

To ignore the great truths in the 
Bible is an outrage on our Christian civiliza- 
tion. Some books of the rankest tolerance 
are allowed in schools, but this book that has 
made us what we are must be placed under 
the ban. The principles of civilization and 
religious liberty are in the Bible? There is 
no sectarianism in it.“ 

The Rev. John T. Christian of the La Salle 
Avenue Baptist Church said that while he 
was o to sectarianism of any kind 
he could not see that there was any in the 
Bible. He thought it a bad idea that it 
should not be used in the schools.

WOMAN DROWNS HERSELF 
IN THE LAKE AND THE 
POLICE FIND NO CLEW. 


Leaps from the Twenty-second Street 
Breakwater and Perishes Before Help 
Can Arrive—Nothing on the Body to 
Lead to Identification. 


An unidentified woman, well dressed and 
of refined appearance, committed suicide last 
evening by drowning herself in the lake off 
the Twenty-second street breakwater. She 
was seen to throw herself into the water and 
the body was recovered less than an hour 
later by the Cottage Grove avenue police. 

No marks on the clothing of the dead wom- 
an could be found which would serve to iden- 
tify her and no person of her description 
has been reported as missing. Destitution 
could not have been the motive for suicide, 
as her purse contained $10. : 

Frank Nearney, 2362 Cottage Grove ave- 
nue, saw the woman leap into the water. 
He was walking in Twenty-second street 
when she passed him and entered the prem- 
ises of the Illinois Central railway. A mo- 
ment later he noticed her again as she was 
half way across the stretch of tracks, walk- 
ing rapidly toward the lake. Once she glanced 
behind and, seeing that Nearney was watch- 
ing her, she quickened her pace. 

Running to the top of the breakwater by 
means of a sloping plank the woman leaped 
into the water without a moment's hesita- 
tion. Nearney ran to the spot, but could 
see nothing of the woman. The police 
dragged the lake and found the body 100 
yards from shore, taking it to Buffum & 
Perrigo's undertaking rooms in Wabash ave- 
nue near Sixteenth street. 

The woman was about 30 years of age, 5 
feet 6 inches in height, and weighed 130 
pounds. He hair, eyes, and complexion were 
dark. She wore a red striped silk waist, a 
black satin skirt, a fur cape, and woolen un- 
derclothing. Her hat could not be found, 
On her left third finger was a gold ring and in 
the ears were gold earrings with emerald 
settings. . 

Martin Smith, a tailor, living at 315 Berlin 
street, committed suicide last evening by 
shooting himself through the temple. Busi- 
ness trouble is supposed to have caused him 
to commit the deed. He left a widow and 
three children.

Parkersburg, W. Va., Oct. 18.—[Special.)— 
Governor Roosevelt crossed over from Ohio 
at noon today and began his work in West 
Virginia. Before quitting the Buckeye State 
the Governor spoke at Canton, the home of 
President McKinley, Akron, and Navarre. 
The entire day was a repetition of any one of 
the forty-one preceding which the Governor 
has spent on this record breaking campaign 
trip. The enthusiasm wd unbounded every- 
where and it seemed that the country emptied 
itself of its population, so great were the 
crowds that greeted the speaker at each 
town and hamlet. 

The largest meeting of the day was that 
of Wheeling. There Governor Roosevelt 
spoke at the Fair Grounds to an audience 
which filled the amphitheater and the ex- 
hibit grounds in front. There was a parade, 
in which hundreds of the laboring men of 
the city marched. 

After reaching West Virginia, Governor 
Roosevelt followed the line of argument he 
advanced in Kentucky, largely devoting him-

count. All was orderly until the Town of 
St. Marys was reached. St. Mary's is the 
only town in West Virginia where a negro 
is not allowed to reside. Negroes are not

Plain Talk to Band of Disturbers.

ENDS DAY AT SYRACUSE. 


Syracuse, N. Y., Oct. 18.—William J. Bryan 

continued his tour of the Empire State today, 
traveling half way across it from east to 
west. He began his journey at Albany, and 
reached this point late in the afternoon. 
From here he made a run northward to the 
southern shore of Lake Ontario, and madea 
speech of half an hour’s duration at Os- 
wego. Returning to this city later, he spoke 
here tonight. 

The other points at which he spoke during 
the day were Schenectady, Amsterdam, 
Fonda, Johnstewn, Gloversville, Fort Plain, 
Little Falls, Herkimer, Ilion, Frankfort, 
Utica, Rome, Onelda, Canastota, Chitte- 
nango, and Dewitt. The attendance at the 
majority of the meetings was complimentary 
in size and some of the audierices were large. 
In comparatively few places was there, 
marked enthusiasm. There was, however, 
cloge attention in every instance, and in no 
case was there any interruption worthy of 
note. The Oswego meeting was the best at- 
tended, and in other respects the most nota- 
ble of the day.

HITCH IN FINAL 
STRIKE TERMS. 
Miners Object to 


Powder Reduction Against 
Raise in Pay. 


Add Explanation That New Rate 
of Wages Will Run for Not 
Less than Six Months. 


LEADERS ARE IN DOUBT. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT, 

Hazelton, Pa., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—The 
coal companies made a sudden move today 
that caused dismay at strike headquarters 
and may delay a settlement of the strike. 
They announéed, after a conference at Scran- 
ton, that the 10 per cent advance offered, 
though it would be on a fixed basis and 
continued six months, would be given in 
part in a reduction in the price of powder. 
After the sweeping action of the Reading 
company the strikers had great hopes of a 
speedy settlement, but today's action threat- 
ens delay. 

The conference added the following to its 
settlement notices already posted: 

“In further explanation of the above no- 
tice, this company desires to say that it is 
its intention to pay the advance in wages 
above noted until April 1, 1901, and there- 
after until further notice.“ 


Count in Powder Reduction. 


The following statement in explanation 
was issued to the press: 

“The representatives of the larger coal 
companies after their meeting this after- 
noon stated in reply to inquiries that they 


had offered their men a 10 per cent advance, 


as indicated by the notices they had posted; 
that this notice specifically stated that the 
reduction of powder from $2.75 to $1.50 would 
be considered in arriving at the wages of 
their contract miners. 

[t was expected when the notices were 
posted that the offer was to stand until 
April 1, and indefinitely thereafter, but inas- 
much as there seems to be some misunder- 
standing in this matter they have agreed 
to add to their notice a clause to the effect 
that it is their intention to pay the advance 
in wages until April 1, 1901, and thereafter 
until further notice.“ 


‘Miners Again Object. 

Many miners declare they will not accept 
such an advance. President Mitchell says 
he cannot order the strikers to return to 
work under such conditions, as they are con- 
trary to the demands of the Scranton con- 
ventions Wherefore there is a talk tonight 
of a second convention. If the operators 
cling to the powder clause it is possible such 
action will become necessary, though the 
strike leaders do not relish the idea. With 
thousands of miners in need of help they do 
not want to spend money for delegates’ 
transportation. 

In this region the two Pardee companies 
and the Lehigh Valley posted notice of the 
advance today, all basing it on a reduction 
in powder. In the Scranton region the action 
was more general. After a meeting of rep- 
resentatives of all the big mining companies 
the notices were posted throughout the 
Lackawanna and Wheeling districts. Among 
the corporations taking such action were the 
Pennsylvania railway and Pennsylvania 
companies, the D., L. and W., Susquehanna 
and Temple Iron and Coal company. 

President Mitchell would not discuss the 
situation today further than to repeat that 
the strike was not over. The new develop- 
ment in the situation, however, is not rel- 
ished at headquarters. It was reported this 
afternoon that a meeting of the national offi- 
cials of the mine workers would hold a meet- 
ing tomorrow, but the statement was denied 
at headquarters. Such a meeting will prob- 
ably be held soon, and the chief subject to be 
taken up will be the powder question. 

If the National board decides it has the 
power to accept the offer of the employers 
the strike may be ended in a few days, or 
President Mitchell may experience a change 
of heart and conclude to accept what he can 


get. 
Men Returning to Work. 


From throughout this region come reports 
today that more men are returning to work. 
The desertions from the strikers’ ranks are 
not large, but they are encouraging the 
operators to believe the strikers will all be 
back at work soon, with or without the for- 
mality of orders from headquarters. 

Another march is in contemplation tonight, 
Panther Creek Valley is again the announced 
destination, but either Jeddo or Cranberry 
may be raided instead. The Markle com- 
pany has made no offer of any kind to the 
strikers, and the latter probably would rather 
stop work at Jeddo than anywhere else. 

Had it not been for a tardy train the 4,000 
strikers who raided the Panther Creek region 
would have been made prisoners. It was 
Genera! Gobin's plan to surround them in 
the mountain roads and capture the entire 
force, but his troops did not reach Tamaqua 
till the strikers had passed. What the Gen- 
eral would have done with his 4,000 captives 
is not clearly understood. 


Fixes Convention Dates. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 18.—After the an- 
nouncement of the practical settlement of 
the anthracite strike Secretary-Treasurer W. 
B. Wilson of the United Mine Workers of 
America made the first public announce- 
ment of the date of the next convention 
of the organization, which will begin in In- 
dianapolis Jan. 21, 1901. Nominations for 
officers’ should reach his office not later than 
Nov. 21, 1900. 


UNION GLASS BLOWER SHOT: 


Trouble at Eaton, Ind., Between. Labor 
Factions Results in Serious 
Street Fight. 


Muncie, Ind., Oct. 18.—The expected con- 
flict between the union and non-union glass 
workers took place tonight at Eaton. One 
non-union blower was knocked down, and his 
assailant was shot. Men from Hartford 
City and Muncie are hurrying to the scene 
to take sides in the quarrel. 

The resumption of the Bauer factory with 
independent workmen was the cause. Robert 
Cowan, a blower from Alexandria. who yes- 
terday brought three Burns men from Ander- 
son and put them to work in the factory, was 
met on the street by a crowd of Burns men, 
and a heated discussion of the situation was 
on, when Lewis Wilhelm struck Cowan and 
knocked him down twice. As he struck the 
second time Cowan pulled his pistol and 
shot a in the back. inflicting a serious 
wound. 

Cowan was secreted in a place of safety 
while Sheriff Starr and his deputies were 
sent for from Muncie. 


ACCORD CREDIT TO HANNA.

At Republican national headquarters 
everybody rejoiced because the strike of the 
coal miners had been settled. It was the 
general opinion that Chairman Hanna had 
been largely instrumental in bringing about 
the settlement.

merit. You had far better have one such 
as this in your homes than fifty of the 
lurid colored things I find in many houses 
even of those that can afford the best, and 
it costs but five cents. It is not dollars 
and cents value that you must look for, 
but the qualities of real beauty and merit 
—the wayside flower, fresh with dew of 
early morning, not the hothouse plant that 
may cost a fortune and yet be Jacking in 
the very thing that makes it lovable.”

Lecture by Burton Holmes. 

Judging by the manner of the reception 
given his opening lecture, The Edge of 
nina,“ last night at Central Music Hall, 
Burton Holmes is not in any danger of los- 
ing his popularity in this, his eighth season 
before the public. The subject wis timely 
and its development interesting. 

Although Mr. Holmes did not, visit China 
the present year, his material was fresh and 
gained by himself. While on his way to the 
Philippines last year he stopped off at Hong- 
kong, and after a brief residence in that 
‘British-Chinese city proceeded up the river 
to Macao and Canton, taking pictures lib- 
erally en route. A few of the views he used 
in his Philippine lecture, notably some of 

showing Hongkong and its harbor, but 
in the main the pictures flashed upon the 
canvas had never been seen there before. 
Mr. Holmes took his hearers by ocean 
eteamer westward from Vancouver to Hong- 
Kong., and under his guidance they visited 
the spots of interest in both the Downside 
and the Topside towns—as the sea level and 
hill portions of the city are called. Two mo- 
tion pictures, one of a busy corner and the 
other of a British-Chinese regiment at bay- 
onet drill, were. among the most diverting 
features of the illustrated descriptions. 

From Hongkong the lecturer transferred 
the setting of his vivid story to Macao, a 
one-time Portuguese colony of wealth, show- 
ing how.colonial decadence looks in an old 
Ja nd strong enough to outlivea new civiliza- 
tion. No moral was spoken. 

Canton was a prolific source of diversion. 
Mr. Holmes contrasted on canvas the for- 
eign concession, with its European appear- 
ance and the native town, one of the most 
congested spots on earth. Motion pictures 
were particularly plentiful in the lecture, 
though it scarcely needed their insertion to 
keep dullness away. The lecture itself was 
one of literary merit and was delivered in 
polished fashion. 


DR. HIRSCH TALKS OF CHARITY. 


Delivers the Annual Address at the 
Meeting of the West Side Asso- 
ciated Bodies. 


The annual meeting of the West Side Dis- 
trict of the Bureau of Charities was held at 
the Lewis Institute yesterday evening. Dis- 
trict Superintendent C. F. Weller delivered 
a stereopticon lecture illustrating the work 
of the bureau in the river wards and the 
Italian quarter and showing what had been 
done in the outing camps of the bureau. 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch delivered the annual ad- 
dress, taking as his subject, The Bridge 
Across the Chasm.” Among other things 
Dr. Hirsch said: “It is often said that to- 
day charity is exhausted by red tape, that 
too much money is spent in salaries. Every 
pauper is a danger to the community so that 
self-interest and sociology warn us that each 
man must be his brother’s keeper. Society 
(not only the individual) is affected, and so- 
ciety must deal with charity. In the old 
days imposters reaped a great harvest: the 
old system encouraged pauperism. Money 
spent in salaries is well spent.“

Of twenty-seyen of these concerns in 
operation on Aug. 1 or since, thirteen have 
been obliged to close their doors and thirteen 
more have at last given up their fight to se- 
cure the Board of Trade market quotations 
by roundabout or surreptitious means. - 

One concern only, McHie’s Central Stock 
and Grain Exchange, in the Rookery Build- 
ing, is still using the quotations; under pro- 
tection of a temporary injunction, but this 
case comes up before Judge Vail in the Cir- 
cult Court today, when counsel for the Board 
of Trade will present arguments for its dis- 
solution. 

In view of Judge Kohlsaat's decision of a 
similar case in the board’s favor, enjoining 
a number of local bucket-shops from using 
their quotations, the directors expect an-

“THE CRAZE FOR CRANKS.” 
This week Senator Depew made a speech 
at New Haven, in which he said: “ I have 
known all the Presidents since my time. 
Cleveland was a good President. Some 
day or other the Democratic party will 


get over its craze for cranks and will nomi- 


nate a man who is not to be scared. Cleve- 

land is such a man.” 2 
Certainly no oneewill accuse Mr. Cleve- 

land of being a crank. The charge most 


4+ often made against him is that he is 


ponderous and obstinate. But his ob- 
stinacy has been felicitous sometimes, as 
when he doggedly defied his party during 
his last term and maintained the gold 
standard and the credit of the government. 
The tactics resorted to in 1892 to secure 
the election of Mr. Cleveland are, how- 
ever, largely responsible for that “craze 
for cranks” which for over four years 
has addled the brains of the Democratic 
party. In that year, partly to get Elec- 
toral votes for Mr. Cleveland and partly 
to deprive General Harrison of some which 
he would otherwise have had, there was 
a Democratic-Populist fusion in nine West- 
ern States. To it Weav@ was indebted 
for the Electoral votes of Kansas and the 
other States carried for him. 

Then it was that the Democratic party 
was inoculated. with Populist principles 
and the craze for cranks and crankery be- 
gan. The virus worked, In 1895 the free 
silver craze began taking possession of the 
Democratic party. In 1896 a national con- 
vention, where mentally debauched Demo- 
crats were in the majority, made the crank 
from Nebraska the candidate of the party.

The Ameri- 
can people have not always put their ablest 
men in the Presidential chair, but they 
never have put a crank there and never 
will, Probably they will not be asked 
to do so four years hence, for there are 
indications that the unfortunate Democratic 
party has passed through the acutest stage 
of its painful disease of Populist crankery 
and that before another Presidential elec- 
tion comes around it will be healed like 
the afflicted man told of in the scriptures, 
out of whom the devils departed and who 
finally was found by his friends “clothed 
and in his right mind.” When the Bryans 
and Altgelds have been cast out the Demo- 
eratic party will become sane and peaceful. 


THE ISSUE FOR BUSINESS-MEN. 

In his address in Central Music Hall 
on Wednesday evening Joseph Beifeld stat- 
ed that the paramount issue in this &am- 
paign was the prosperity of the working- 
man. The great audience of Chicago busi- 
ness-men and employés showed by its ap- 
plause that it agreed with him. The Me- 
Kinley administration has brought pros- 
perity to the workingmen and to the men 
who. employ labor. Mr. Bryan and the 
Democratic platform stand for things 
which every thinking man knows will bring 
disaster to American industries. Even the 
Democratic leaders admit in private that 
the election of Bryan would be followed 
by the closing of factories and the failure 
of merchants, though they pretend to be- 
lieve that this would be because Repub- 
lican manufacturers and merchants would 
voluntarily destroy their own enterprises 
in order to injure Bryan's administration. 
The pretense is foolish on its face, but 
what difference would it make to the idle 
workingmen why the factories were closed, 
so long as they were out of work? 

Mr. Beifeld is correct in saying that the 
paramount issue is the continued employ- 
ment of labor at good wages. He is also 
right in holding that the interests of em- 
ployer and employé are exactly the same 
in this case. He is himself not a politician, 
but a business-man, and he frankly states 
that he is fighting the election of Bryan 
because it would impoverish the working- 
men and would thus injure his business 
enterprise. By destroying the national 
credit and forcing dishonest money upon 


‘| the workingmen Bryan would bring rpin 


to capital and labor alike. The interests 
of the two cannot be separated, and the 
attempts of Bryan to set the one against 
the other is one of the worst features of his 
, campaign. 

“ Whoever teaches that the interests of 
the merchant and workingman are an- 
tagonistic,” says Mr. Beifeld, “is a dan- 
gerous fool or a vicious demagogue.” He 
speaks strongly because he sees how close- 
ly his own welfare is bound up in that 
of the workingmen. He manufactures 
cloaks and other garments for women. His 
product is largely consumed by the wives 
and daughters of workingmen. en 
there is plenty of employment for labor 
his business thrives, but when the work- 
ingmen are idle their wives have to make 
the old clothes last an extra season, and 
the manufacturer's business suffers. The 
same thing is true in all other industries. 
This is why the great class of business-men, 
tor whom Mr. Beifeld so ably speaks, is 
unanimously against the ruinous political 
nostrums of the Democratic party. Bryan 
can get the support of men like Croker, 
he cannot get men at the head of busi- 
ness énterprises to take the stump for him. 

Mr. Beifeld showed that it would not 
be necessary for Mr. Bryan to get free 
silver legislation in order to put the coun- 
try on a silver basis if he were Presi- 
dent. He could order his Secretary of 
the Treasury to pay all government obliga- 
tions in silver and to stop the exchange of 
silver coin or certificates for gold. This 
would successfully destroy the parity be- 
tween the two kinds of money and at 
once cause the hoarding of gold. But the 
coming .of disaster and panic would not 
wait for this. The trouble would begin 
the moment the election of Bryan became 
certain. It rests largely with the work- 
ingmen of the country to decide whether 
they will have disaster or prosperity for 
the next four years. They will make no 
mistake if they once realize how absolutely

CLOSING THE KINDERGARTENS. | 
The plan of the Board of Education to 
economize by keeping the kindergarten 
schools closed through November and De- 
cember has roused strong protests from 
the persons-affected. Petitions signed by 
many hundreds of parents have been pre- 
sented to the board. The teachers whose 
income would be reduced are naturally 
opposed to the closing of these schools. 
There are ninety-three public kindergar- 
tens in Chicago, with 196 teachers and 5,000 
children in attendance. With so many 
persons vitally interested in the matter it 
is not surprising that-the board is bombard- 
ed with protests. 

The shortage in funds which confronts 
the School board this year must be met 
with retrenchment in some quarter, but 
it is contended that the taxpayers do not 
want the kindergarten schools to be the 
ones to snffér. Probably there would be 
similar protests against retrenchment in 
any other quarter. The argument in favor 
of the kindergartens is of a three-fold kind, 
being made on behalf of the teachers, the 
children, and the parents. It is said that 
the loss of salary would be a hardship and 
injustice to the teachers, who get only 
nine months’ pay at best. On behalf of 
the children it is contended that the kin- 
dergarten is of great importance in pre- 
paring them for the graded schools. But 
perhaps the most potent argument in caus- 
ing parents to sign petitions against closing 
the kindergartens is that expressed by a 
mother, who said that she believed the 
board would find funds somewhere if its 
members could realize what it meant to 
a woman who had to do the washing, iron- 
ing, and baking to have her child cared 
for and instructed during the busy hours. 

The plea of the busy and overworked 
mother is one which is easily understood, 
but it does not strictly apply to the case. 
It is natural Snat mothers should be glad 
to have their children under 6 years of 
age cared for at the public expense dur- 
ing the day, but the affording of relief 
to tired mothers is not a part of the School 
board’s work. It is not an educational ob- 
ject, which is the only kind the board is 
authorized to promote. The plea of the 
teachers is proper enough because the 
board is expected to look after their in- 
terests. If it can be shown that closing 
these schools for two months would be an 
injury to the little pupils, that will also 
be a valid arguihent. But the argument 
on which the petitioners seem chiefly to 
depend is outside of the School board's 
province. The question is one which the 
trustees must decide on educational and 
not on philanthropic grounds,

EDUCATION IN THE sOUTH. 

The recent statistics of college finances 
and benefactions published by President 
Thwing of Western Reserve College, upon 
which Tue Trreune has already comment- 
éd, have furnished another opportunity for 
the South to make its periodical complaint 
of the neglect of educational institutions in 
that section by wealthy donors. Tue 
TrRIpUNE has more than once answered 
this complaint and explained why the 
greater part of the donations of Northern 
men go to Northern institutions and why 
Lach State in this section takes pride in 
looking efter its own institutions. 

It is unnecessary to repeat the state- 
ment of causes which have led up to this 
discrimination. ey lie upon the sur- 
face so conspicuously that they cannot be 
overlooked. The Atlanta Constitution, 
however, frankly and courageously states 
one of these causes, which it would hardly 
have been courteous for a Northern news- 
paper to suggest, and it is the first Southern 
newspaper which has had the candor to 
do so. It says the Southern people are 
thrown into competition with the Northern 
people, “and if we do not make an effort 
to keep up with the procession nothing is 
more certain than that our children will 
become the serfs of those of other States. 
It is idle to talk of progress in which we 
can bear no part because of the ignorance 
of our people.” In seeking for the cause 
of this ignorance it has the courage to 
go to the root of the matter, and, doing so, it 
finds that in Georgia, and that State is not 
exceptional, the people “are doomed to 
ignorance by the State government and 
neglected by the well-to-do, who should 
take pleasure in the endowment of educa- 
tional institutions.” 

The Constitution has read a useful les- 
son to the people of the South. The record 
of educational beneficence for the present 
year, running far into the millions, con- 
tains but a single donation of any conse- 
quence made to a Southern college by 
Southerners—viz.: the handsome gift of 
a quarter of a million, made by the Duke 
family of Durham, N. C., to Trinity Col- 
lege at that place. Two women have left 
by will generous remembrances to Wasb- 
ington and Lee University and Vanderbilt 
University, and that completes the record 
of Southern beneficence to education. “ The 
gods help those who help themselves.” So 
long as the wealthy people of the South 
manifest no interest in their educational 
institutions, why should the wealthy people 
of the North be expected to?

HOW TRUSTS CURE THEIR OWN EVILS. 
It is the fashion among Democratic spell- 
binders to describe every combination of 
capital as a conspiracy to make a few men 
enormously rich at the expense of the many. 
Every man who owns stock in a socalled 
“trust” is held up to both scorn and envy 
as a “money baron” whose pockets are 
stuffed with cash. An attempt is made to 
make it appear that the “ trusts are prac- 
tically the creation of the government; that 
they are artificial monsters so vast and 
powerful as to defy not ohly man-made laws 
but those unwritten laws of trade which 
govern other business enterprises. 

The fact is that more than half the so- 
called: “ trusts” are failures from a finan- 
cial standpoint. Instead of making vast 
profits for their architects and promoters, 
sixteen out of thirty of the largest in the 
country represent an actual loss on the 
money invested in them. Many of these 
“trusts,” it is true, were greatly over- 
capitalized when they were formed, and in 
most cases every original purchaser of a 
share of preferred stock was given a share 
of common stock as a bonus. For the two 
shares together the usual price paid was 
$100. The quotations of these stocks print- 
ed regularly in the newspapers show that. 
the market price in sixteen instances is 
now below par, the loss ranging from 1 to 
74 per cent. In other words, instead of 
becoming rapidly rich as the result of form- 
ing a trust, considerably more than half 
of the so-called “trust magnates” are 
worse off today than they were when they 
bought their stock. By the operation of a 
purely natural trade law the water has been 
squeezed out of these stocks, the present 
market value representing the earning 
value of the stocks. It is in such ways as 
this that 6 large share of trust evils will be 
righted, and it is sure that whenever pro- 
moters find that the formation of trusts is 
not profitable that minute will they stop 
forming them. 

Democratic orators, however, who have 
patent nostrums for the cure of every social 
and political evil, have neither time nor in- 
clination to consider the working of the 
fixed principles which in the long run con- 
trol and govern all forms of human activity. 
They are too busy with wild theories to 
pay much attention to facts. ; 


BRYAN AND THE SUGAR TRUST. 

A correspondent asks whether Mr. Bryan, 
who was in the House of Representatives at 
the time of the passage of the Wilson-Gor- 
man tariff act of 1894, voted for that meas- 
ure in the shape in which it finally passed, 
with the Senate amendment which put so 
much money in the Treasury of the sugar 
trust. The tariff bill as it originally passed 
the House put both raw and refined sugar 
on the free list. The Democratic Senatorial 
friends of the sugar trust amended the bill 
by imposing a duty on raw sugar and a duty 
on refined sugar which was so much higher 
that, according to Mr. Wilson, the trust was 
given excessive protection. Furthermore, 
this change in the bill and the delays inci- 
dent to its passage enabled the trust to im- 
port duty free millions of pounds of raw 
sugar, which it sold when refined at about 
the price it would have asked if it had paid 
duties on that sugar. The trust pocketed 
about $20,000,000 of excessive profit, which 
should have gone into the National Treas- 
ury. 
On the 13th of August, 1894, Mr. Bryan 
voted with the other members of his party 
to concur in this Senate amendment, de- 
signed to benefit the sugar trust. He and 
his associates set out to smash that concern 
and they ended by voting it a liberal dona- 
tion. Mr. Bryan may plead in defense of his 
change of front that he acted under the ad- 
vice of President Cleveland. He told the 
House Democrats that it would be better for 
them to back down, as otherwise the bill 
would fail, and nothing would be done 
toward “tariff reform.” Mr. Bryan may 
say that if he was unable to get free sugar 
and crush the sugar trust, he was at least 
able to get free wool and play smash with 
the wool-growers of the Rocky Mountain 
States. 

Mr. Bryan would prefer to have nothing 
said about the vote cast by him on the 13th 
of August, 1894. He is at this moment pos- 
ing as the bitter enemy of all the “ trusts.” 
He does not care to be reminded of the fact 
that six years ago, influenced by considera- 
tions of expediency, he voted to prolong the 
life of the sugar trust and give it a large 
bonus. There was a majority of sixty-two 
for concurrence in the Senate amendments. 
J Bryan could have voted in the negative 
and been consistent without endangering the 
passage of the tariff bill, but he swallowed 
his anti-“ trust“ scruples and voted for the 
Havemeyers. Would he, if elected Presi- 
dent, be any more of a “trust” smasher 
than he was in 1894?

company under the title, The Strenu- 
ous Lite.“ It was in Mr. Roosevelt's 
speech before the Hamilton club of Chicago 
in April, 1890, that he used the phrase which 
has since come into popular use to designate 
the vigorous philosophy of the man who be- 
lieves in doing things. This address now ap- 
propriately gives its title to the whole vol- 
ume.

No man has a better right to preach the 
strenuous life than Mr. Roosevelt; and none 
has done it more gracefully or forcibly. It is 
impossible for any unprejudiced person to 
read this book without being impressed with 
the high literary merit as weill as the ster- 
ling good sense of its utterances. The au- 
thor’s style is clear, dignified, and unaffected. 
His sympathy for men and things of good re- 
port is as deep and genuine as his dislike for 
what is mushy or openly evil. He has 
denunciation for the silly, mock humani- 
tarianism of the prattlers who sit at home in 
and encourage the shedding of 
American soldiers’ blood in the Philippines. 
He has no patience with the strutting 
vanity of the professional impracticables.”

All 
are worthy of preservation in book form.

Dr. Ainsworth R. Spofford, former Libra- 
rian of Congress, has written A Book for 
All Readers (Putnam), which is well fitted 
to inspire a new respect for books. The 
author has made books seem like living 
things, to which we owe duty and deference, 
and woe to him who has been guilty of such 
acts of desecration as the turning down of 
leaves, the placing of a book on its face, or 
the defiling of the pages with notes and com- 
ments! 

The book mainly appeals to librarians, 
the public custodians of books. For 
these there are chapters about book- 
binding, about the restoration and reclama- 
tion of books, and the qualifications 
of librarians. But there are chapters also 
that will interest the general reader and 
that will aid him in the selection of proper 
bindings and in the preservation of the same. 
The author prefers red books because of 
their cheerfulness and durability, and it is 
his opinion that every cloth-bound book must 
be put sooner or later into a leather jacket. 
The chapter devoted to the enemies of books 
is instructive, for even the most humble col- 
lector of books has felt the responsibility of 
keeping his volumes free from dampness and 
dust. Of course in public libraries there are 
enemies in human form who are most in- 
human in their treatment of books. Some 
of these will frequently tear out whole pages 
or will give in marginal comment such wise 
criticisms as these: This book ends badly, 
or “I think Becky is horrid.“ The author 
tells how to deal with such foes and how to 
treat books that have been defaced.

Big Profits for Dealers. 

The meat purchased from the establish- 
ments which kill horses for the trade is se- 
Cured at about two cents a pound. The 
profit to the dishonest dealer who retails 
thé meat at the prices charged for beef is 
immense. There is one place in Archer ave- 
nue which is recognized by the Health de- 
partment without any definite policy having 


been established for the regulation of such | M 


places in general. In the case of this dealer 
the department is assured that his trade is 
conducted honestly. He sells to the foreign 
market, principally in Sweden, and his meat 
is labeled plainly as horse meat. 

Other tstablishments have sprung up in 
the city, and the dealers who conduct * 
Are under the impression that their industry 
is carried on without the knowledge of the de- 
partment. This supposition, the health offi-

“When we found that Streeter was not 
in with Niles,“ said one of the jurors, we 
had to agree that no conspiracy existed be- 
tween him and the others, as charged in the 
indictment, and we had to find the defend- 
ants not guilty.” 

The first verdict read was the one acquit- 
ting Captain Streeter, who nodded his head 
as if the jury's finding was in accordance 
with his expectations. Then separate ver- 
dicts were read holding \gulltiess the other 
seven defendants, William H. Niles, Merton 
C. Burgess, Edward Eickelberg, Stephen J.
